TOWN WARRANT. 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Henniker, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Town’s Meeting 
House in said Henniker on Tuesday, the 13th day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

ARTICLE 1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers 
for the year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 

3. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise to repair highways and bridges. 

4. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for school other than that required by law. 

5. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise towards paying its indebtedness. 

6. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise in addition to that required by law for the support of 
the Tucker Free Library. 

7. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray the expense of observing 
Old Home Week. 


8. ‘To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray the expense of observing 


Memorial Day. 
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g. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to 
taise for the repairing and building of sidewalks. 

10. To see if the town will vote to discount all taxes 
paid on or before June 1, 3 per cent; all taxes paid on or 
before August 1, 2 per cent; all taxes paid on or before 
October 1, 1 per cent. 

It. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of its fire department. 

12. To see if the town will vote to put in any addi- 
tional reservoirs for’ protection against fire, raise money for 
the same or pass any vote relative thereto. 

13. To hear and act upon reports of town officers, 
library trustees and committees. 

14. To see if the town will vote to have the real es- 
tate re-appraised during the present year and determine the 
number of persons who shall be elected to constitute said 
board of re-appraisers. 

15. To see if the town will accept a gift of five hun- 
dred dollars from H. A. Emerson, to be used for the im- 
provement of the highway between Henniker Village and 
West Henniker. 

16. To see if the town will vote to purchase the 
crushing outfit now leased by said town of Acme Road Ma- 
chinery Co., raise money for the same or pass any vote rel- 
ative thereto. 

17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure state aid 


for the permanent improvement of highways under the law 
passed at the January session, I905.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The work of your Board for the past year has consisted 
mainly in caring for contagious diseases. 

There have been 18 cases of measles reported to the 
board during the year. Of these, four cases were contract- 
ed out of town and these four imparted the disease to eight 
others within the families in which they occurred. ‘The or- 
igin of one case, that of a pupil in the village school, was 
unknown, but this case communicated the disease to a fam- 
ily of four through association at schooland to one child 
living in an adjoining house. In all seven houses were in- 
fected with measles. . 

Two cases of scarlatina have occurred, one contracted 
from the other. 

In no instance during the year has any contagious dis- 
ease been imparted to any person outside the family in 
which it originated after it was discovered and reported. 

The two houses infected with scarlet fever germs, also 
one in which occurred a death from consumption, were dis- 
infected in accordance with the requirements of the State 
Board of Health. | 

One laboring man was quarantined by the board and 
his wages during the time lost were paid by the town. 

The people generally seem to appreciate the wisdom of 
our laws for the prevention of disease and are willing to co- 
operate in their execution. 

Please note the following from Chap. 21, Laws of 
1905: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the attending physi- 
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cian, or some member of the patient’s family or household, 
to report every death from pulmonary consumption, or the 
removal of a consumptive patient, to the local board of 
health within one week of such death or removal. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said local board of 
health within one week after such notice or such informa- 
tion from any other source, to cause the infected premises 
to be thoroughly disinfected and cleansed; said work to be 
carried out by methods endorsed and recommended by the 
State Board of Health. 

Sec. 3. No apartments which have been occupied bya 
consumptive shall be re-occupied until thoroughly disin- 
fected and cleansed as provided for in this act. 

Sec. 4. Any person violating the provisions of this act 
shall be punished by a fine of fifty dollars for each offense. 

When the town decided to build a permanent highway 
from the town house to Proctor Square it became necessary 
to build permanent sewers for the disposal of the surface 
water along that highway. When this was about to be 
done, the land owners along the street saw a chance to do 
something for themselves and so while the town furnished 
a part of the pipe and traps, the abuttors had a deep sewer 
laid at a cost of about twenty-five dollars each and all the 
houses from Geo. M. Chase’s to the stone bridge are con- 
nected with it. 

One of the great needs of our village is a system of 
sewers. Will not the residents on some other street unite 
in doing something for themselves rather than wait for the 
town to get rich enough to remove all our unpleasant and 
unhealthful conditions ?

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


With the exceptions of Divisions 2,6 and 12 schools 
have been maintained in all the different school houses in 
town for the usual length of time, 35 weeks in the graded 
school and 29 in the others. 

In Div. 12 the one pupil of school age has been ac- 
commodated in Div. 1, the few pupils in Div. 6 have been 
transported to Div. 7 and Miss Jennie E. Hussey for the 
last two terms has instructed the two pupils in Div. 2 at 
her home. 

We believe the success of our ungraded schools has 
been better than the average for the past few years. 

The parents have shown a creditable interest, mani- 
fested by more frequent visits, and weather conditions 
have been unusually favorable for the attendance of pupils. 

In Div. 10, Friends’ District, school entertainments, 
liberally patronized, have produced sufficient funds for 
starting a library and the number of pupils in attendance 
and the interest shown are giving to this district its former 
prestige. 

By vote of the town at its last annual meeting $200 
was raised to secure accommodations for an additional grade 
in the central school. With this sum it was possible to 
provide limited quarters only and this has been accom- 
plished without material damage to the school hall by 
uniting the space formerly occupied by the north stairway 
with the smaJl recitation room previously used by the sec- 
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ond assistant in the high school. Twenty-eight sittings are 
possible and so far but twenty-five have been needed. 

The reduction in classes and numbers in the high 
school caused by the transfer of the seventh and eighth 
grades to the new department has enabled its principal to 
perform the work with one assistant and the teaching force ° 
has not been increased.

The total output of books for the past year has been 
7786, as follows: Solid, 340; Magazines, 2025, and Fiction, 
5421. There has also been quite a call for reference books.

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REPORT OF TREASURER OF TUCKER FREE 
LIBRARY. 


For the information of the citizens and tax payers of 
the town, the treasurer would say that during the past year 
Mr. French, the executor of the Geo. W. Tucker estate, has 
rendered his account to the Probate Court and found due 
the Tucker Free Library, as residuary legatee under the 
will, the sum of forty-eight thousand, eight hundred forty- 
nine dollars and seventy-six cents ($48849.76). Mr. French, 
desirous of bringing the amount to even thousands, very 
generously made up the difference from his own funds so 
that it could be said that the Town of Henniker received 
from the Tucker estate the magnificent sum of forty-nine 
thousand dollars for library purposes, deducting the 
amount expended by the building committee and allowed 
by the Tucker will, viz: fourteen thousand dollars 
($14000.00) in the construction of library building, leaves 
the amount of thirty-five thousand dollars to be invested 
by the trustees in securities, the income to be used for the 
purpose of paying the annual annuities, the balance of the 
income to be expended for the maintenance of the library. 
I would say that many of the securities that are now held 
as-a library fund were turned over from the Tucker estate. 
Such investments as have been purchased by the trustees 
have been bought with reference to having the principal se- 
cure and to return a fair rate of interest. How well this 
object has been accomplished we leave others to judge, but 
I will say that, on showing the list (a copy of which is an- 
nexed to this report) to a financier of ability, they were 
pronounced by him to be-first class in every respect,
